Wilmington residents, without a shadow of a 
doubt, have been reading keenly the news of the 
Proposed Boston Stadium, with its $98 million cost.

The Legislature, last week, would not even con- 
sider the proposals for a stadium in Boston, but the 
proponents are not in the least disheartened, All 
sorts of statements are being made and reported in 
the Boston press, as to how the impossible, or nearly 
impossible at any rate, is going to be accomplished. 

The interesting fact is that not once, in weeks, 
have the Boston papers even mentioned the fact that 
there is a proposed stadium, in Wilmington, 


THE 1966 TAX RATE 


As is probably well realized, there are different 
methods, this year, in the computation of.tax rates, 
The new sales tax has changed many of the items 
which appear in the ‘Cherry Sheets’, the paper which 
is given to town and city officials, and which lists the 
monies to be received, and to be paid out, by the 
various municipalities, 

"But in Wilmington, even when one fully under- 
stands the figures, there is no figuring of the tax 
rate for 1966 until sometime in September, 

The town is undergoing a complete revaluation 
of its real estate, and the figures will not be ready 
until September first at the earliest, and perhaps 
two or three weeks later, 

Suffice it to say that, for the moment, Bob Peters, 
Town Accountant, believes that ifthe valuations were 
to be on the same basis as last year, there would be 
about a three dollar cut in the tax rate, 

But even Bob has his fingers crossed, and will 
not be able to say for certain for several months, 


MONDAY’S EXECUTIVE SESSION 


Generally speaking a newspaper is against exec- 
utive meetings on the part of any boardor authority, 
but at the same time it must be realized that there 
are times, for the good: of a municipality, when an 
executive meeting must be ‘held, 

It isn’t the use of executive meetings, but the 
abuse of them which is bad, In the past there have 
been Selectmen in Wilmington who have abused their 
priviliges, but such was not the case Monday night, 

Even Mr Miceli, who had spoken up loudly against 
the executive meeting, admitted half way through the 
meeting that it would have been foolish to discuss the 
subjects in open meeting. 

Alan Altman, Town Counsel, made most of the 
points, Mr Altman had a list of errors, going back 
three years, on the part of various officials and other 
persons, which were proving harmful to the town, 

It was his plea that town officials and boards 
should check their proposed warrant articles for town 
meetings, and their motions, with the Town Counsel, 
before the Town Meeting. Healso saidthat the same 
rule should hold, with respect to finances, and figures, 
that is the boards and officials should check with the 
Town Accountant, 

One of the foolish things of which he spoke con- 
cerned one committee, which had had the town meeting 
appropriate money for a school purpose out of the 
fund for Police Cruisers! Further, it was shown, 
there was no money in that account - and another 
committee had passed on the proposal!

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Funeral services for Robert Barry 


Robert Barry, of Powder House 
Circle, was tendered the largest 
funeral given, in Wilmington, in 
years, at the time of his burial, 
Tuesday, in the family lot in Wild- 
wood Cemetery. 

He had died last Saturday, at 2 
pm, in the St John’s Hospital in 
Lowell, 

‘The wake, at his request, was 
held in his late residence. Fortwo 
days long lines of mourners waited 
their turn to pay their respects to 
his memory, and to his family, 
‘The line, many times, extended as 
far as Middlesex Avenue, a quarter 
of a mile away, 

A native of Wilmington, 39 years 
old, he was the son of retired US 
Deputy Marshall Michael Barry, 
now of Medford, but formerly of 
Wilmington, 

For some months he had been 
suffering from cancer, but he con- 
tinued to the last to take an interest 
in what he was doing. When the 
end came it was rapid, a surprise 
to the physicians who were attend- 
ing him, 

He was a Vice President of the 
Granite State Engineering Com- 
pany, and was highly regarded for 
his abilities at the construction of 
high tension electric power lines, 
He had started as a lineman, after 
graduation from Wilmington High 
School, Ten years ag, when the 
Avco power lines were installed, 
it was Robert Barry who was asked 
to supervise the work, 

Mr Barry was particularly noted 
for his many endeavours to his fel- 
low man, He was an outstanding 
member, and a past president, of 
the Holy Name Society, in St, Tho- 
mas Church, and for years led the 
decency campaign in Wilmington. 
For the past few years he had been 
a valued member of the Perma- 
nent Building Committee, of Wil- 
mington,
